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AB A porous silicate granule is suitable as aggregate for 

the manuf . of building materials such as lightwt. concrete, 
mortar, or heat - insulating plaster. The granule 

contains glass, and a glass-type, cryst. material 5-75 wt.%, which 
consists of: Si02 45-85, alkali oxide 5-20, alk. earth oxides 5-30, and 
oxide selected from A1203, and/or Fe203 2-30 wt.%. The glass-type, cryst. 
material is the sintered product of powd. quartz, clay, portland 
cement, sodium hydroxide, an expanding agent, and optionally 
further additives. The silicate granule is produced by mixing, 
agglomeration, intermediate storage, drying, heat -treatment at 
700 . degree . -1250 . degree . by C02 supply, or C02 exclusion, furthermore 
sintering, and swelling. 
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
